b. U.S. naval forces in the Caribbean will remé2in for the time 
being; Latin American ships in the quarantine force will be asked to stay. 


c. No low-level air reconnaissance missions will be flown tomorrow, 
High-level flignts will continue intermitte tly at a rate of approximately 
one a day. 


ἃ, The SAC air alert will be terminated and other forces will be 
put on a red:iced aler. sasis. 


e. Some of the U.S. planes now concentrated in coastal areas will 
be deployed iniand. 


f, Air Force reserves will be released before Chrisumas. 
g- An CAS meeting will not be held on Friday but Latin Arnerican 
Ambassadors will be briefed on curre:.: developments at the State Depart- 


ment this afternoon,
